INTERESTING REPORT BY VISIT­ 
ING GERMAN SCIENTISTS.

I t seems strange anil unreasonable that 
Americans should familiarize themselves 
w ith the wonders and beauty of nature in 
the Old W orld, and yet rem ain in ignor­ 
ance of w hat their own country contains. 
T or example, how much do our readers 
know about A laska? 
One can hardly he 
blamed for ignorance, however, in view of 
the fact th at the U nited States Govern­ 
m ent ltas never felt interest enough to 
send an official exploring party to that 
neglected T erritory; but private expedi­ 
tions and the enthusiasm of tourists are 
beginning to make it known. 
Its glaciers 
are said to surpass those of Switzerland, 
its m ountain 
gorges 
display 
grander 
scenery than rocky Norway, and its inland 
w aters combine the fairest features of tiie 
Hudson, the R hine, I.ake George, K il- 
larnev and Switzerland. 
A recent ex­ 
plorer of A laska says: 


VISITING GERMAN SCIENTISTS. 
Two German scientists, sent out by the 
G eographical Society of Berlin, recently 
spent a year at the mouth of the C'hileat 
river and along the route to the headwaters 
of the Yukon river. 
T heir reports were 
touched w ith as much enthusiasm for th at 
grand m ountain region as it was supposed 
th at a G erm an scientific body would listen 
to, and they went back to cry down the 
NIer de Glace as a mere toy beside the 
M uir G lacier,the Soundona. Takon, Eagle, 
Davidson, and the unnumbered glaciers of 
L ynn canal and the Stickeen river. 
An 
Englishm an and his wife came up on the 
mail steamer this summer, and, securing a 
canoe and crew of Indians, a guide and a 
cook, went into camp on the shores of G la­ 
cier Bay, at the foot of the Fairw eather 
Alps. 
They had been hunting the tiger 
in India, and other great game in its native 
liaunts, and their visit to A laska was for 
the purpose of chasing the nimble mount­ 
ain goat over the glaciers and m ountain 
crags. 
They found an abundance of game, 
and several fine bearskins and branching 
antlers were added to 
their stock of 
trophies.

fringe the continental shore furnislt the 
ideal region lor a yachting trip.

OPENS THE WONDERFUL ROUTE, 
A nd as one goes northw ard the beauty of 
the still, deep channels, the wooded and 
precipitous shores, and the ranks of snow­ 
capped mountains increase.

passage of the Northwest Coast is said to 
be the longest stretch of protected naviga­ 
ble waters in the world, and with mount­ 
ain walls and peaks ranging from 3,000 to 
6,000 feet in their sheer uplift from the 
edge of the sea, the soundings of 104 
fathoms in some of these channels and 
fiords may well excite the Imagination.

To the noble scenery, and I was not the 
only one to rise at 3 and 4 o’clock, and sit 
wrapped in rugs at th e bow to watch the 
steam er glide into the still m irror of nar­ 
row fiords and sweep through green can­ 
yons th at rivaled the Yose m ite in the first 
flush of the early morning. 
There is no 
natural division between the British Co­ 
lumbia and Alaska coasts beyond the 
im aginary boundary line 
w hich 
runs 
through Dixon Entrance. 
The character 
of the scenery is quite the same 
that the mountains 
grow sterner and 
grander as you go north, and floating ice 
indicate'- the water-front glaciers that lie 
in all these inlets and fiords of the m ain­ 
land shore. 
Lord Duller in declared the 
Alaska scenery the siihlimest he had ever 
witnessed, and every patriotic heart thrills 
to find that the I ii it c l States can claim 
the superlative over Switzerland and Nor­ 
way. 


G R A N D A ND LO V ELY SC EN ER Y . 
Juneau and its mining interests have 
been mentioned in a former letter, but for 
scenic adjuncts the place has a frontage on 
a long channel, a h alf a mile in length, 
th at is walled on either side by mountains 
th a t rise perjieudicularly 3,000 feet from 
th e water’s edge. 
Slender, snowy cascades 
roll down from the vast snow banks on 
their summits, and till the air with the 


board at the tim e of the first trip in July, 
1883, shook his head apprehensively at 
the risks run.

The 
bodice is of Ottoman, m atched in color to 
the gauze tu lle; it is round-waisted, hut 
worn with a sash w hich comes down into 
a point in front, and is tied behind into a 
large bow with long loops, which fall over 
a short but voluminous puff 
The bodice 
is gathered round tlie waist like the skirt, 
and spreads out toward the shoulders in 
hollow plaits a la Greeque. 
These plaits 
are cornered down at th e top, showing a 
ruche of Ottoman ribbon inside. 
Very 
short sleeve, crossed over outside. 
A 
wreath of apple-blossoms follows the out­ 
lines of tlie tablier as far as the puff. Clus­ 
ter of tiie same flowers upon tlie left 
shoulder. 
Cockade bow of Ottoman rib­ 
bon upon the right shoulder. C’aehepeigne 
of the same flowers put on across the knot 
of hair at the back. 
Y oung ladies also wear for evening par­ 
tios dresses of creamy w hite or pale blue 
or pink veiling, covered with from fifteen 
to twenty narrow flounces scalloped out 
round the edge, and worked in buttonhole 
stitch with silk of the same color as the 
m aterial: the bodice is cut low it la vierge, 
with gauze chemisette.

not appear among us next spring, it is more 
than probable it will.

health. There are three conditions which 
invite epidemic—filth, overcrowding and 
bad lood. 
\\ here all these prevail the 
sweep of an epidemic is apt to lie dreadful. 
In Napkv, where the cholera did its most 
deadly work, all these conditions were 
[•resent. 
The people were poorly supplied 
with food and were enervated by the de­ 
fective quality of what they had. 
The 
city was a marvel of filth and squalor and 
was densely crowded. Hence when cholera 
came it swept through the city with terri­ 
ble destructive power. 
Hood, healthy food 
that 
will 
give 
strength to the blood is the best prevent- 
provided. 
It 
furnishes the system with the resistive 
power necessary to ward off disease. On 
the other hand, food defective in quality 
or quantity leaves the blood impoverished 
and the system open to the attack of 
various foruis of epidemic. Thus the po­ 
tato rot in Ireland, which produced a fam­ 
ine, was attended bv low fevers, evidently 
uperindtieed by’ the lack of proper fcxxl.

The extraordinary creature known to 
foreign residents by the name of red (ire- 
fish, and to the natives of Ceylon hv the 
title of gini-raahn, inhabits the greater 
part of the tropical seas, from Eastern 
Africa, through th e Indian -eas. to Austra­ 
lia.

College were abolished, would the act m it­ 
igate the evils of our present political 
party systems? 
Obviously, we should 
still demand and need “ reform of party.” 
There 
can 
be 
accomplished 
nothing 
by substitution for the Electoral” Col lege, 
we fear, so long as political control is what 
it is. 
Even the direct system would not 
be less open to objection than th at of 
choosing by State Legislatures, or by Con­ 
gress. 
In any event the ¡>eoplc will make 
the Presidential choice the touchstone for 
any vote in which th at choice is involved; 
and the same suspension of legislation, in­ 
terruption of business and obstruction of 
public measures would l»e manifest in a 
Presidential year. 
So we come back to 
the root of the evil which begins in the 
party prim ary, and culm inates at the polls. 
If the political sentim ent of the people 
and the sense of duty under citizenship are 
quickened, the present electoral system is 
probably as strong as any yet suggested to 
displace it. 
One assumption bv Professor 
Barnard cannot be justified—that Con­ 
gressmen are fitter than Electors to cast the 
vote for President. 
The former would be 
subject to influences that do not surround 
the latter. 
The Electoral College repre­ 
sents the dominant party in the States, 
and this is not always true of Congressmen. 
The caucus would become the Electoral 
College, under the Congressional system, 
and 
though 
President 
Barnard 
holds 
this 
to 
be 
no 
ill, 
we 
are 
not 
prepared 
to 
adm it 
that 
his 
plan 
of putting the caucus in the place of 
the college would lie a change for the bet­ 
ter. 
It is argued th a t the Congress to 
choose a President would always he an out­ 
going one, and would not therefore have 
been chosen m erely ad hoc, but would have 
its place on questions of general public 
policy. 
But it would seem to be an an­ 
swer to this that when the voter realizes 
that in voting for a Congressman he is 
voting for a President, the Presidential 
contest would be the uppermost factor—it 
would simply Is? projecting the Presiden­ 
tial election two years. 
It is a considera­ 
tion also demanding attention, th at this 
contest would make the selection of Con­ 
gressmen 
hinge upon the Presidential 
choice, and Representatives would once in 
four years be chosen irrespective of ques­ 
tions of local policy that should have in­ 
fluence in Congressional districts. 
V e 
would be sending up Presidential parti­ 
sans rather than Representatives. 
Some 
better plan must be suggested than either 
direct choice, selection by Legislatures or 
by vote of Congress, to displace 
the 
Electoral College, which, we admit, is im­ 
perfect and crosses at right angles the 
theory of the rule of the majority.

ELECTING A PRESIDENT. 


In the Xorth American Review Senator 
Vance, on the question “ How shall the 
President Is? elected,” takes the very 
strongest position that can !>e assumed in 
favor of the Elec toral College system, when 
he contends tiiat tiie Electoral College was 
given us bv tiie wisest and purest states­ 
m en connected w ith our country's history, 
and unless it can lie shown that it is hu rt­ 
ful to the jieople’s liberties, it ought to be 
m any a year before it is abolished to ap­ 
pease a souseless clamor. 
He puts that 
side of the question in a nut-diell when 
he declares that the real danger resides 
not in the Electors themselves, nor in such 
representatives of choice lieing selected, 
but in the methods of ascertaining and 
pronouncing w hat Electors 
have 
been 
chosen. 
H e should have gone further and 
have shown that the root of all danger 
under any ¡jossible system lies- in political 
party management. 
The m achinery pro­ 
vided by the law for the required as­ 
certainm ent is not the In-st human wisdom 
can evolve, but its perversion, avoidance 
and violation by party managers creates 
the danger, not the system itself. 
In three 
great crises the methods of the law have 
endured successfully the most in tens»'strain 
and the people have shown the depth ot 
the vitality of self-government by yielding 
to those methods without seriously endan­ 
gering the republic, save in one instance. 
B ut even then the electoral system was 
not at fault per 
To the States i- com­ 
m itted a grave duty in ascertaining who 
are chosen Electors, and in the inadequacy 
of their laws there is danger and room for 
broad reform. 
Honesty, however, even 
under the faultiest of the State systems, 
would secure satisfactory results. 
No m at­ 
ter what change we m ight make in the 
electoral system, it could not insure hon­ 
esty of voting and counting in the States. 
Morals are not to be legislated into men - 
lives, nor is honesty the creature of statu­ 
tory law. 
President Barnard, of Columbia College, 
is one of the disputants in the same jo u r­ 
nal, and his conviction is that the only 
assured security for the future possible to 
us “ against the formidable dangers that 
surround the question, is to In? found in a 
return to the plan of placing the election 
in the hands of the N ational Legislature.” 
B ut even he is forced to admit that but for 
party, this would not be his judgm ent; at 
least practice m ight have corresponded 
more nearly w ith the expectation of re­ 
sults to flow from confiding the selection 
'4» “ the wisest, virtuest, disfreeJsst and

GREEDY. 


N othing testified in stronger terms to 
the pushing character and enterprise of 
our trade and the worth of our products, 
than the fact that some years ago A m eri­ 
can petroleum entered the O riental m ar­ 
ket, and soon controlled it. 
As a distin­ 
guished traveler recently -aid, “ I stood in 
the chambers of the pyramids, lighted by 
the petroleum oils from a continent un­ 
dreamed of when these lofty tombs were 
erected. 
The musty past and the living 
present, the two sides of the globe, the 
romance of the Kings of Egypt, and the 
commercial activity of the Yankee, met in 
the chambers of almost forgotten ages.” 
O ur petroleum kept the m arket control 
for a long time, and has not lo s t it yet. 
But Consul M errill, at Jerusalem , writes 
to the State D epartm ent at W ashington 
th at we are losing our advantage. 
We 
have held it heretofore simply because of 
the superiority of our product. 
But it 
would appear th at overreaching greed 
menaces our trade in the <)rient. Russia is 
crowding otir ¡>etroleum from the m arket 
simply because, in the fancied security of 
m arket 
possession, 
our 
oil 
exporters 
hare lately been sending out goods of a 
low grade. 
In fact, we could not resist the 
tem ptation to lie dishonest. 
Consul M er­ 
rill says that our export of oil is now so 
bad that the people are lieginning t<> com­ 
plain loudly. 
T he Consul adds: “ Unless 
American manufacturers take more pains 
in the future than they have for two sea­ 
sons past, people will be only too glad to 
turn elsewhere for their petroleum supply. 
W hat I refer to now was a universal com­ 
plaint during th e past year. Some com­ 
plaint was heard the year previous, but 
the past year it lias been, as 1 have said, 
universal. 
A few minutes after the lamps 
were lighted the light would suck down 
and burn dimly. 
No amount of coaxing, 
trim m ing or of fussing with the wicks 
would induce it to give a bright or even a 
natural light. 
Unless a better article is 
sent to this country America will deserve 
to lose its petroleum trade. 
1 will not 
specify tlic names of firms sending oil here, 
or names w hich appear on the eases, but 1 
wish th at this information could lie made 
public for the benefit of ail manufacturers 
concerned.” 
A like re|Kirt came not long ago from 
our Consular agent at Mvtelene. 
Investi­ 
gation then developed that a large busi­ 
ness was done on the other side of the 
water in 
the falsification of American 
petroleum, but still a great deal ot very 
bad oil came ir. original package-. 
We 
have before called attention to the injury 
th at our trade i receiving from the failure 
of our merchants and manufacturers to 
properly pack goods for foreign markets. 
Complaints under this head have lteen 
loud and continuous trom Brazil, the West 
Indies, Central 
American States, Smith 
American ports. Australasia, China, Japan, 
and especially from Asian markets. 
O ur 
s h i p p e r s appear, w ith all their 
-br.-.v( in e - s , not to be sharp enough to 
hold trade by m aking th eir deliveries as 
good a- their samples. 
They are Oxi 
greedy, and if the consular reports for the 
past -ix months arc to l«c believed, the 
trade of the country is about to be pun­ 
ished for this greed. 


edv existing evils, improve present condi­ 
tions and to reform and aid the criminal. 
This is all very well, and such a Commis­ 
sion can be made of great value to the 
State. 
W e certainly are not availing our­ 
selves as we might of the best there is in 
prison systems, nor are we profiting fullv 
by the experiences and teachings of penol­ 
ogists. 
Nevertheless our prisons are far 
better managed, so far as the prison side of 
the matter is concerned, at least, than they 
were some years ago. 
We owe it to the 
Wardens and officers we place in charge to 
give them opportunity to adopt the very 
best methods for government, discipline 
and reformation. 
To that end the pro­ 
posed Commission should be able to do the 
State good. 
It is to be unsalaried, and 
that is well enough, but it is provided that 
the State shall in no maimer be chargeable 
with the expenses incurred by the Com­ 
mission. 
That is a poor policy, and not 
worthy the State. If the Commissioners are 
public-spirited enough to give their time, 
the

to pay 
their Secretary 
and

of 
procuring certain testimony the Commis­ 
sion must take. 
It cannot do its work 
witli its office in its hat, nor carry the de­ 
tails of its examination in memory or on 
pocket memorandum-books. 
The right 
thing to do is to allow the Commission at 
least $2,000 for the expenses to lie incurred 
in two years’ service. There is no economy 
in ¡jutting the Commission at work with 
its hands so tied that it cannot plunge to the 
very bottom of tiie whole subject of pen- 
alogy.

“ so ASSURED A PLACE IN HISTORY.” 
The gentleman upon whom the nom i­ 
nation was conferred will fill a larger space 
in the history of California than any of his 
contem poraries. 
Ex-Governor Stanford 
may be said to have officiated at the birth 
of the Republican party of California. 
In 
1859, just ¡.receding the war of the re­ 
bellion. he was nom inated by that party 
for Governor, hut ire only received 10,110 
votes. The real contest fur the position 
was between the rival Democratic candi­ 
dates, one of whom and the successful one, 
Miltun S. Latham, received <52.255 votes, 
and the other, John Currey. 31,298. Judge 
Currey was the nominee of the Northern 
Democrats, who subsequently became Union 
Democrats. The two years which followed 
witnessed 
the 
most 
extraordinary 
changes in the political sentim ents of the 
State. 
The secession movem ent on the 
uther side had culm inated iu a war. 
Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Downey, who had suc­ 
ceeded Latham , elected to the Senate 
a 
few 
days 
after 
his 
inaugura­ 
tion as 
Governor, 
adm inistered 
tiie 
governm ent in the interests of the Union, 
and placed several regiments in the field, 
which were first designed for the invasion 
of Texas, but which were called upon for 
no other service but to guard the Southern 
frontier. 
In 18<32 the fealty of the State to 
the Union was fully assured, but it was 
feared that its ¡>caee might he disturbed 
unless an advanced and uncompromising 
Unionist were placed at the head of allairs. 
in that year Leland Stanford was again 
nom inated by his party fur Governor, and 
received 56,0:50 votes, against 32.750 fur J. 
it. McConnell, the candidate of the Seces­ 
sion Liemocraey, and 30.944 for 
John 
Conness, the candidate of w hat was known 
as the W ar Democracy. The election of 
Stanford secured the tranquillity of the 
State. But lie was not called upon to 
attem pt anything of a warlike character. 
Bv that tim e about all the State could do 
was to render her moral support to the 
cause of the Union, pay the enormous 
taxes levied 
cheerfully, 
and subscribe 
largely to the charitable fund for the care 
of wounded soldiers. 
During the incum bency of Governor 
Stanford the construction of the State Cap­ 
itol at Sacram ento was commenced. 
At 
the same tim e he and four other associates 
undertook the construction of the Pacific 
division of the overland railroad, under a 
charter granting a large subsidy, which had 
been passed l>y Congress in the w inter of 
18151. 
The project at the tim e was regarded 
by m any people as chimerical, and was ve­ 
hem ently opposed by interested monopolies 
which would go down under railroad com­ 
petition. The success of Stanford and his 
associates in this 
colossal 
undertaking 
raised him and them to a bight of power in 
the State never attained by any other moup 
of citizens. 
* * f Of the ability ot the 
ex-Governor there can not b e a n y doubt 


the questions which arc pending between 
the railroad corporations and the General 
Government, w hich must, in part, seek so­ 
lution in the body to which it is proposed 
to translate the ex-Governor. it is not likely 
that he can or would act the double {«art of 
defendant, or plaintiff, as the case m ay be. 
and judge. W e im agine that a m an with 
so assured a place in history would not al­ 
low him self to be placed in an equivocal 
attitude, anti that at the close of a rem ark­ 
able, and in m any respects brilliant, career.

[sail Francisco Bulletin, January 'grid, j 
For som e tim e past much dissatisfaction 
has existed on tin-part of fruit-growers o f 
the State with the rates charged on green 
fruit shipped to Eastern markets. 
The 
extra hazardous character o fth e shipm ents 
has made the enterprise oi shipping fruits 
very precarious, 
ii a carload reached Chi­ 
cago. Denver or other Eastern markets on 
schedule tim e, anil the fruits found ready 
disposal, the transaction lias not failed to 
be profitable to the sh ip p er; but at the high 
rate per car. at any considerable percentage 
of loss, tliis highly perishable shipm ent not 
only elim inated all profit from the transac­ 
tion. hut usually scored a loss to tiie enter­ 
prising shipper. 
T iie difficulty lias been 
that llie bus;lies had not sufficient m agni­ 
tude to dem and a regular fruit train service 
departing each day during tiie various 
fruiting seasons. 
It lias been believed by 
fruit-growers that a reduction of tiie rate 
would very greatly increase ilie volum e nf 
shipm ents, and the Fruit-Growers'Associa­ 
tion o f California, recently in session in 
this city, passed resolutions asking for such 
reduction.

A low rate with a 
steady suppiv to the Eastern markets, with 
regular fruit trains running on passenger 
schedule tim e, w ill enable the shipper to 
sell his shipm ent to fruit-stands at rates 
hut little, if any. in advance o f those 
charged in San Francisco or Sacramento. 
Tiii> will at once create a vast demand, 
particularly for grapes, plum s, apricots and 
¡•ears. 
There are to-day 35,000,000 o f peo­ 
ple residing in clim ates where these fruits 
• attnot he successfully grown ; and if they 
i an be placed within their reach at prices 
which will justify their consum ption as a 
food supply, instead o f holding them t.p at 
prices which m ake them luxuries and 
dainties, the fruit-growers of California 
will have a steady, reliable m arket for all 
fruit they may raise.

like a h it of blotting-paper if well done. 
H e continues th at th e victim was a h an d ­ 
some, pleasant-looking girl of 15, and one 
th at he used frequently to see about th e 
pah. 
To quote his own w ords: 
“ W h ile listening to th is frightful de­ 
tail we felt sick alm ost to fainting. 
W e 
left A toi (th e ch ief who had killed tiie 
girl) and strolled tow ard th e spot w here 
th is disgusting feast was cooking. 
N ot a 
native was now near i t : a hot steam kept 
occasionally bursting from th e sm othered 
mass, and th e sam e dog th a t we had seen 
tak e th e head of th e g irl now crept from 
beneath th e hushes and sneaked tow ard 
th e village. 
To add to th e gloom iness of 
th e w hole a large haw k rose heavily from 
th e very spot w here th e poor victim had 
been cut in pieces. 
M y friend and 1 sat 
gazing at th is m elancholy [ilace. 
It was a 
low ering, gusty day, and th e m oaning of 
th e wind th ro u g h th e bushes, as it sw ept 
around th e h ill on w hich we were, seemed 
in unison w ith our feelings.” 
E arle goes on to relate how ho and th ree 
o th er com patriots whom

NOTES. 


T he operation of removing a tumor from 
the brain— which was a few days ago per­ 
formed :tt a London hospital lor tlie tirst 
tim e in the history o f m edicine— has been 
follow ed by the | atient's convalescence. 
Before the I.innean Society, of London, 
A . Taylor sought to prove that plants have 
a dim sort of intelligence, anti are able, at 
least, to exert as much voluntary power as 
certain 
lowly-organized 
animals. 
One 
proof of this is the plants 
avoidance ol 
obstacles— placed artificially in their way— 
by bending aside before touching. 
A subterranean observatory is being es­ 
tablished in a very deep coal m ine near 
Nagasaki. .Japan, the object K in g to de­ 
term ine what connection exists between 
earthquake phenomena and those m eteor­ 
ological 
phenomena 
l>elonging 
to 
the 
earth's surface, such as storms, tides, etc. 
The projector is Professor M ilne, o f the 
i niversitv of Tokio, the indefatigable stu­ 
dent o f earthquakes in th e land in which 
they are most frequent. 
W hile some naturalists have seen rea­ 
sons for believing that lig h t of some kind 
must exist several thousand fathom s below 
the surface of the sea, it is very improba­ 
ble that sunlight can penetrate to such 
great depths. 
At a depth of 550 feet in 
the lake of G eneva, Messrs. Fol and Sara- 
sin have just found that the strength of 
the ligh t in the day is about equal to that 
w hich we perceive in a clear moonless 
night. 
At 400 feet below the surface the 
light is still quite strong.

JOINT MEMORIAL 


t)F THE NEVADA LEGISLATURE TO 
CONGRESS. 


N evad a A sk s th a t A ll G overnm ent 
L an d W ithin H er B ord ers B e 
C ed ed to th e State. 


Ens. R ecord-U nios : On January 5th 
Senator Parker' introduced a joint memo­ 
rial and resolution to Congress requesting 
the General Government to cede to the 
State of Nevada all the unsold lands w ithin 
the State. The memorial recites that the 
geographical situation of Nevada confines 
every enterprise to such inland conditions 
as a State deprived of seacoast is compelled 
to adopt. 
It declares that the Government 
has authorized the hom esteading of 160 
acres of land to every person entitled to 
m ake such entry : 
that this am ount was 
determined by the character of the fertile 
lands of the Mississippi valley, w herein 160 
acres are sufficient for the necessities of a 
family ; but that, owing to the dryness of 
the climate of Nevada, the scarcity of run­ 
ning water, and the obvious fact that for a 
long period of tim e vast areas of land 
in 
the 
State 
of 
Nevada 
will 
find 
its most profitable use for grazing; that a 
greater area than the homestead law now 
allows will encourage the actual use and 
settlem ent of the lands in that State. The 
ninth recitation of the m em orial deserves 
more than a passing notice. 
It declares : 
“ Whereas, the present m ethod of selling 
lieu lands in lots of forty acres is being used 
by land speculators to buy and usurp all 
of the springs and small streams in the 
State, thereby rendering the land but a lit­ 
tle removed irom these springs and streams 
forever unsalable,” etc. 
The full meaning 
of this portion of the pream ble w ill nut be 
understood outside of the State of Nevada 
w ithout some explanation of the history of 
a m ost rem arkable piece of legislation, fol­ 
lowed by some rem arkable transactions in 
adm inistration. 
In the year 1*81 Congress 
passed a law enabling the State of Nevada 
to surrender the sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections in each township, w hich prior to the 
date above nam ed had been granted to the 
State for school purposes, and to receive in 
lieu 
of 
such surrender 
two m illions 
of acres of land to be selected and located 
by the State of Nevada in subdivisions of 
not less than forty acres in each tract. The 
surrender and transfer being made, and the 
State coming into the full possession of the 
right to select two m illions of acres of land 
in fortv-acre tracts upon any unsold or 
undisposed of public lands in the State of 
Nevada, the Legislature oi the State created 
th e office of Surveyor-General, or State 
Register of Lands, and enacted that the 
lauds might be sold in forty-aqre tracts at 
SI 25 per acre. 
The whole State of Nevada is an elevated 
plateau. The lowest point of northern Ne­ 
vada—a region comprising an area nearly 
three times that of the State of Ohio—is at 
th e sink of the H um boldt, and is 3,300 feet 
above the level of the sea. The average 
annual precipitation of m oisture does not 
exceed anywhere in the- State two and a 
half inches per annum . There are but 
few 
streams 
of 
living 
water, 
fed 
chiefly by the snows w hich tall on the 
sum m its of the m ountains. 
It is, w hen 
taken as a whole, simply valuable as graz­ 
ing range. There is no profitable agricult­ 
ure in the State, except by resorting to 
artificial means of irrigation. The value 
of all grazing range depends upon water. 
Cattle, horses and sheep m ust he fully sup­ 
plied at least once each day with water and 
will graze over only such area as will en­ 
able them to return to water once in twen- 
t v-four hours. Sheep will seek range only 
about four or five miles from the streams 
or springs. 
Cattle range extends ten, 
sometimes fifteen miles. 
Horses will graze 
a somewhat greater distance from water 
than cattle. There are but few streams and 
fewer springs. As water is indispensable 
to any grazing range, it follows that the 
ownership of water carries w ith it the con­ 
trol of the land dependent 
upon the 
water necessary to its use. The stockmen 
of Nevada, who are the original projector, 
of 
the 
lieu 
land 
scheme, 
im m edi­ 
ately 
availed 
themselves of the 
pro­ 
visions of the Act to “ body up ” the banks 
of streams. Forillustration. a single linn has 
secured absolute ownership of both hanks 
of Q uinn’s river fora distance of lifty miles 
l>y the purchase from the State of 40-acre 
tracts. The m ap of this possession shows 
a narrow thread lying across the river, and 
embracing both banks for a few hundred 
yards distance from the stream throughout 
the whole length of all that portion adja­ 
cent to a valuable grazing range. The ag­ 
gregate purchase was about 15,000acres, but 
these few acres control and command the 
adjacent grazing areas, embracing fully one 
m illion acres of land, as absolutely as it 
these acres had been purchased of the State 
of Nevada or the Government by the ow n­ 
ers of the banks of the stream. The pro- 
m innate area of land covering the water- 
eirses and streams to die land depei: tent

ership. then, of these margins, coupled 
with the ownership and control of the wa­ 
ter itself, prevents the development of irri­ 
gation schemes, and the establishm ent of 
irrigation works. The policy is therefore 
driving the agriculturist out of the State, 
and displacing a thrifty and num erically 
large agricultural class by a few herdsmen 
who are rapidly coming to wield all the 
political power of the State, and to displace 
its civilization as absolutely as if settlem ent 
had never been attempted. A single firm 
of herdsmen in eastern Nevada has estab­ 
lished a range right to an area covering ten 
thousand soñare miles—a region exceeding 
the area enioracod w ithin the boundaries of 
the State of Massachusetts. The industry 
pursued by them employs front twenty-five 
to forty m en during the different seasons 
of the" year. 
The possessions of great 
herdsm en, when traced upon the m ap of 
the State, presents the appearance of narrow 
threads, or slightly exaggerated proportions 
of the riv e# themselves. 
It appears alm ost 
incredible that a comm onwealth would 
have disposed of the water so indispensable 
to artificial irrigation and consequent at­ 
traction of an agricultural population, but 
it is unfortunatcív true, and hence it is not 
to be wondered at that theState itself, which 
lias thus been industriously attem pting to 
com m it suicide, should find itselfoo-(»ay on 
the verge of disestablishment. From this 
point the objects of the mem orial, as set 
forth in the fifth - whereas,'’ come plainly 
aud naturally into view. 
In this subdivi­ 
sion of the mem orial it is declared “ that in 
view of the fact that Nevada has great need 
of a large actual homestead population, tor 
whom, under wise legislation, there are 
am ple resources, fertile soil, and living 
water, it is highly desirable that the entire 
lands w ithin the state of Nevada be placed 
under the ownership and control of this 
State, subject to the m anagem ent and dis­ 
posal by its Legislature.” The memorial 
concludes with the resolution instructing 
the Senators and requesting the Repre­ 
sentatives to use all honorable means 
to 
secure 
the 
passage 
of 
an 
Act 
granting all the public lands w ithin the 
boundaries of the State of Nevada to that 
State. 
If at first the proposition should 
appear to he in any respect preposterous, 
m ore careful consideration of the subject 
will certainly dispel that view. 
It has long 
been painfully apparent th at the Congress 
of the United States does not possess a suf­ 
ficient aggregate intelligence of the needs 
of agriculture relating to lands lying west 
of the 100th meridian, to deal wisely with 
the subject. Already, in .a grant to the 
railroads and to the State—the latter being 
in such form as to facilitate that end—the 
General Government has practically parted 
w ith its lands in the State of Nevada. The 
people of that State are now thoroughly 
awakened to the vices of the policy which 
has hitherto been pursued, and can deal 
w ith what lands rem ain unappropriated far 
more advantageously to the growth and de­ 
velopment of the State than may reason­ 
ably be expected* a t the hands of the 
General Government. The reclam ation of 
lands 
from 
an 
arid 
and 
desert 
condition 
involves 
a 
problem, 
for 
the 
solution 
of 
w hich the General 
G overnment has manifested no aptitude. 
Intelligence concerning these problems re­ 
quires a direct contact with the factors con­ 
trolling their solution. 
This contact the 
people of the State of Nevada have had, 
and therefore po.-sess the resultant intelli­ 
gence upon the subject. W ith all of the 
public dom ain in the State of Nevada un ­ 
der the control of the State, w ith the re­ 
formation of the land policy now certain to 
ensue, w ith the necessity of disestablish­ 
m ent of the State and returning it into a 
Territorial condition staring the people in 
the face, there is every reason to believe 
that the grant of ail the Government lands 
to the State would b. the beginning of 
growth in the direction of perm anent popu­ 
lation and prosperity in that comm on­ 
wealth.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
Cross, from tiie (’ommittee on Rules, reported 
favorably tiie amendment to Rule It), calling tor 
an additional standing committee. Mr. cross 
said tliat there is already a Committee on «Tú­ 
nese Immigration, and lire amendment is made 
to have a Committee on Immigration, other 
than Chinese, to consist of seven members. It 
is well known, that there lias been a great effort 
to induce a good class of immigrants to come to 
the State, especially immigration from the 
Eastern States. 
Immigration societies have 
been formed indifferent places in the state,and 
ail attempt has been made to give them a cen­ 
tral head, ami a great num ber of pub)rations 
have been issued. Tills, m atter having attracted 
so much public attention lias made it a subject 
of public importance, and considering these 
matters the committee have agreed to make this 
report. A llot the members oi the committee 
concurred, with the exception of Senator Del 
Valle, and he does not make a minority report, 
but claims the privilege of the iioor. un the 
ground tliat he does not concur in the report.. 
~ Del Valle said that if there is any object in 
the formation of a new committee he was in fa­ 
vor of it. 
Wright—In bc-half of the adoption of this re­ 
solution 1 desire simply to say a word.

A vision of (he bloody shin flashed through 
the Assembly Chamber yesterday. The concur­ 
rent resolution lav*.ring the Mexican Veteran: 
pension bid-, now before Cougrc.-s. was up ior 
the third reading, when Mr. Munday said he 
objected to that clause favoring "th e amend­ 
ments made bv the United State-Senate" at the 
last session. Mr. Weaver said he understood 
tliat the Senate amended tlie bill so th at Jell. 
Davis should not share in its benefits, and he 
presumed it was that lo which objection was 
made. He was ill favor of ¡*en.-ioniug tliat part 
of Jeff Davis tliat fought iu the Mexican war, 
and hanging that part of the same individual 
tliat was so conspicuous in the late rebellion. 
.Mr. Mundav disowned any sympathy with the
